ACTION TAKEN TO HELP AP­

The Set Back Received Yesterday—

Washington, Feb. 20.—Vr. Jones 
withdrew his silver bill in the senate 
this morning, in the interest of the 
appropriation bills.

20— Senator 
Jones (dem., Ark.) began the silver 
contest yesterday with the request 
that the senate proceed with the silver 
bill, but Mr. Hill objected to displace­ 
ment of morning business. 
“ Then,” said Mr. Jones, “I will 
move to take it up at once.” 
Great interest was shown while the 
yea and nay vote was being taken, 
which resulted as follows. Yeas—36. 
N ays—27. 
On the announcement of the vote 
Mr. Jones said: “It is perfectly evi­ 
dent that senators w ill not have their 
views changed by any amount of talk. 
The friends of the measure are ready 
to vote, and they hope this vote will 
be taken without any unnecessary de­ 
lay. 
I therefore give notice that I 
w ill endeavor to secure a vote before 
the senate adjourns to-night.” 
Mr. Hale asked Mr. Jones if he 
meant it was deliberately intended to 
displace the great appropriation bills 
and compelling an extra session of 
congress. 
Mr. Jones responded sharply that if 
any appropriation bills were retarded 
it would be because a vote on the sil­ 
ver bill was not promptly taken. 
“The senator is trying to shift the 
burden,” responded Mr. Hale. 
“It is 
the action of those senators who now 
obtrude this new measure before the 
senate that causes the danger.” 
“Will the senator answer this ques 
tion?” said Mr. Jones. 
“ Will any 
amount of talk for a moment change 
the result?” 
“Probably not,” responded Mr. Hale.

German Sugar Handicapped by (he 
position of Gar Tax. 
W ashington, Feb. 20.—In a special 
report to the state departm ent upon 
the production of Germ an beet root 
sugar U nited States Consul M uth. at 
M agdeburg, presents som e facts which 
explain in a m easure the persistence 
of the Germ an governm ent in trying 
to secure the rem oval of our discrim ­ 
inating duty upon sugar. 
The report 
show s th at even this sm all duty of 
one-tenth of a cent per pound m eans 
a great deal to the Germ ans, for the 
prosperity of vast 
interests 
depends 
upon a considerable extension of their 
sugar m arket in foreign countries, and 
so narrow is the m argin betw een pro­ 
fit and loss, ow ing to overproduction 
and foreign com petition, that this can­ 
not be achieved under the 
slightest 
handicap in duties or t i urges. 
Consul Muth says that the German 
beet sugar industry is passing through 
a serious crisis. There has been a great 
increase in production, from 24,500,000 
hundredw eight in 1892-93 to 27,500,000 
in 1893-94. 
T his year the crop w ill 
reach 36,000,000 hundredw eight. In con­ 
sequence prices have been falling be­ 
low the cost of production. 
In 1893-94 
raw sugar sold at 12 25-100 n a r k s per 
hundredw eight, and the actual cost of 
production found the balances on the 
wrong side, but the present season w ill 
w itn ess greater loss. A s soon as it be­ 
cam e know n th at the beet crop w as 
large and good, su gar began to de­ 
cline, the price th is m onth being 8 
50-100 m arks per hundredw eight. 
T his 
m eans a heavy loss for the factories. 
B eets cannot be grow n for less than 
I 1-10 m arks per hundredw eight and 
the factories now offer but 70 to 80 
pfennigs, all they can afford, so the 
agriculturalists m ust also suffer unless 
the governm ent com es to their relief 
by larger bounties. 
Germ any m ust find a m arket abroad 
th is year for 1,000,000 hundredw eight 
m ore sugar than she exported last year, 
in the face, too, of greater foreign com ­ 
petition, for A ustria also has an over­ 
plus of 3,500,000 hundredw eight for ex­ 
port. 
The hom e consum ption cannot 
m aterially increase, even w ith lower 
prices for sugar, as the heavy internal 
revenue tax of 2% cents per pound w*ill 
prevent Its rise in G erm any as freely 
as In the U nited States and Great Bri­ 
tain. The big stock of sugar rem aining 
on hand at the end of this year w ill 
also work havoc w ith next year’s prices. 
The consul gives at length a sta te­ 
m ent of the various causes w hich have 
brought about this state of affairs, such 
as overproduction, the w orkings of the 
bounty system and the turning of farm ­ 
ers from grain to beet raising because 
foreign com petition has m ade the for­ 
mer unprofitable. 
H e says in conclu­ 
sion that relief has been promised by 
the Germ an governm ent, but its form 
has not been announced.

1892. represented money enough to pay 
the running expenses of the govern­ 
ment for ten years. 
A statement has 
rencently been compiled, which shows 
th at wages have fallen21.77 per cent., 
and the aggregate sum paid yearly in 
1892 was about $10,000,000,000. 
Bat 
two years of tuch less have meant to 
the wage*earners no less than $4,350,. 
000,000. 
This represents more than 
the government expenses for the past 
ten years. 
The Gazette also stated that the loss 
to capital during the 6ame 
time 
equaled a sum sufficient to pay the 
national debt. 
Here are the national 
figures as closely as they can be aprox- 
imated by the New York Tribune. 
The average price of railroad stocks 
has declined $18 per share 6iDce Janu- 
n-y. 1893, or about $1,000,000,000 
and bonds probably half as much 
more. 
The 6hiiokage in this kind of 
property, not far from a sixth of all 
the property of the country, has been 
more than a quarter of its' former 
value, but has other property shrunk 
in like proportion.

As p o tters and a rtists are now a ttem p t­ 
ing to fashion pitchers and cups and 
curious -ware like those of 1,900 years 
ago recently brought up from buried 
Pompeii, and such cups and pitchers 
an d curious w are are universally ad ­ 
mired. so anyone who can unshovel 
the real gospel from the m ountains of 
stu- 
under which it has been buried, 
will re able to present som ething th a t 
will a ttra c t the gaze and adm iration 
And adoption of all th e people. 
It is 
am azing w h at su b stitu tes have been 
presented for w h at m y tex t calls “The 
Glorious Gospel.” There has been an 
hem ispheric apostasy. There are m any 
People in this and all other large as­ 
sem blages who have no m ore idea of 
w hat the gospel really Is th an they 
have of w hat is contained in the four­ 
teenth ch ap ter of Zend-A vesta, the bi­ 
ble of the Hindoo, the first copy of 
which I ever saw I purchased In Cal­ 
cu tta, India, last Septem ber. The old 
gospel Is fifty feet under and the work 
has been done by the shovels of those 
who have been try in g to c o n tis e the 
Philosophy of religion. There is no phil­ 
osophy about It. It is a plain m atter of 
bible statem ent and of child like faith. 
Some of the theological sem inaries have 
been hotbeds of infidelity, because they 
have tried to teach the “philosophy of 
religion.” 
By the tim e th a t m any a 
young theological stu d en t gets half 
through his p rep arato ry course he is 


bo filled w ith doubts about plenary in­ 
spiration and the divinity of C hrist and 
th e questions of eternal destiny th at 
he is m ore fit for the lowest branch in 
the in fan t class of a Sunday school 
th an to become a teacher and leader of 
th e people. The ablest theological pro­ 
fessor is a C hristian m other, who out 
of her own experience can tell the four- 
year-old how beautiful C hrist w as on 
earth and how beautiful he is in 'leaven 
r.nd how dearly he loves little folks and 
then she kneels down and puts one arm 
around the boy and w ith her som ew hat 
faded cheek ag ainst the roseate cheek 
of the little one, consecrates him for 
tim e and etern ity to him who said, “Suf- 1°* *bis gospel? 


ministers have gone into the detective 
business. 
W orldly 
reform

all 
m eans; but unless it be also gospel re­ 
form , it will be dead failure*. In New 
York its chief w ork has been to give us 
a change of bosses. W e had a demo­ 
cratic boss and now it is to he a repub­ 
lican boss, but the quarrel is, who shall 
be the republican? Politics will save 
the cities the sam e day th a t satan evan­ 
gelizes perdition. 
The glorious gospel of the I lessed God 
as spoken of in m y tex t will have more 
draw ing power, and when th a t gospel 
gets full sw ing it will have a m om en­ 
tum and a power m ightier th an th at 
of the A tlantic ocean when, under the 
force of the Septem ber equinox, it 
strikes the highlands of the Navesink. 
Tho m eaning of the word “gospel” i.i 
“good news,” and m y tex t says it is 
glorious good news and we m ust tell It 
In our churches and over our dry goods 
counters and in our factories and ovei 
our threshing m achines and behind oui 
ploughs and on our ships’ decks and in 
our parlors, our nurseries and kitchens, 
as though it were glorious good news 
and not w ith a dism al draw i in our 
voice and a dism al look in our faces, 
as though religion wrere a rheum atic 
tw inge or a dyspeptic pang or a m ala­ 
rial chill or an a tta ck of nervous pros­ 
tration. W ith nine “blesseds” or “hap- 
pys,” C hrist began his serm on on the 
m ount: Blessed the poor. blessed the 
m ourner, blessed the meek, blessed the 
hungry, blessed the m erciful, blessed 
the pure, blessed the peace m akers, 
blessed the persecuted, blessed the re­ 
viled, blessed, blessed, blessed; happy, 
happy, happy. Glorious good news t o r 
the young as through C hrist they m ay 
have their com ing years ennobled and 
for a life tim e all the angels of God 
their coadjutors and all the arm ies of 
heaven their allies. Glorious good new* 
for the m iddle aged, as through C hrist 
they m ay have th eir perplexities dis­ 
entangled and their courage rallied and 
th eir victory over all obstacles and hin­ 
drances m ade forever sure. 
Glorious 
good news for the aged, as they m ay 
have the sym pathy of him of whom SI. 
John w rote: “H is head and his h airs 
were w hite like wool, as w hite as snow,” 
and the defense of the everlasting a rm a 
Glorious good news for the dying, as 
they m ay have m inistering spirits to 
escort them and opening gates to r e ­ 
ceive them and a sweep of eternal glo­ 
ries to encircle them and the welcome 
of a loving God to embosom them . 
Oh, my tex t is rig h t when it speaks 
of the glorious gospel. It is an in v i­ 
tation from the m ost radient being th a t 
ever trod the earth or ascended the 
heavens, to you and me, to come and be 
m ade happy and then take a fte r th a t a 
royal castle for everlasting residence, 
the angels of God our cup bearers. The 
price paid for all of this on the cliff of 
lim estone about as high as this houss, 
about seven m inutes’ walk from th* 
wall of Jerusalem , where w ith an agony 
th a t with one hand tore down the rock I 
and with the other drew a m idnight 
blackness over the heavens, our Lord 
set us forever free. M aking no apology 
for any one of the million sins of our 
life, but confessing all of them , we eau 
point to th a t cliff of lim estone and sa>, 
There was paid our indebtedness and 
God never collects a bill twice. Glad 
am I th a t all the christian poets have 
exerted their pen hi extolling the match# 
less one of this gospel.

h a th chosen th e w eak things of the 
w orld to confound the m ighty.” 
T here sits th e dear old theologian 
w ith his tab le piled up w ith all the 
g rea t books on inspiration and exegesis 
an d apologetics for the A lm ighty and 
w riting out his own elaborate w ork on 
th e philosophy of religion, and his little 
grandchild com ing up to him for a good 
nig h t kiss, he accidentally knocks off 
th e biggest book from the table and it 
falls on the head of the child, of whom 
C hrist him self said: “Out of the m ouths 
of babes and sucklings thou h ast per­ 
fected praise.” 
Ah! my friends, the 
bible w an ts no apologetics. The throne 
of the last judgm ent w ants no apolo­ 
getics. E tern ity w ants nr* apologetics. 
Scientists m ay tell us th at natural Mght 
is the “propagation of undulations in 
a n elastic medium and thus set in vi­ 
b rato ry m otion by the action of lum in­ 
ous bodies;” bu t no one knows w hat 
gospel light is until his own blind eyes 
by the touch of the Divine Spirit have 
opened to see the noonday of pardon 
and peace. Scientists m ay tell us th at 
n a tu ra l sound is “the effect of an im­ 
pression m ade on the organs of hearing 
by an im pulse of th e air, caused by a 
collision of bodies or by other m eans;” 
b u t those only know w hat the gospel 
sound is who have heard the voice of 
C hrist directly saying: “Thy sins are 
forgiven thee; go in peace.” The theo­ 
logical dude unrolls upon the plush of 
the exquisitely carved pulpit a learned 
discourse show ing th a t the garden of 
Bden w as an allegory and 6olom on’s 
song a ra th e r indelicate love d itty and 
the book of Job a d ram a in which satan 
was th e s ta r actor and th a t R enan was 
three-quarters rig h t about the m iracles 
of Jesu s and th a t the bible w as gradu 
ally evoluted and the best thought of 
the different ages, Moses and D avid and 
P au l doing the best they could under 
th e circum stances and therefore to be 
encouraged. Lord of heaven and earth, 
get u s out of the London fog of higher 
criticism ! 
T he nig h t is d ark and the w ay is 
rough and we have a lantern which God 
h as p u t in our hands; but instead of 
em ploying th a t lan tern to show our­ 
selves and others the rig h t w ay we are 
discussing lanterns, their shape, their 
size, th eir m aterial and which is the 
b e tte r light—kerosene, lam p oil or can 
die; and while we discuss it we stand 
ail around the lantern so th a t we shut 
out the light from the m ultitudes who 
are stum bling on the d ark m ountains 
of sin and death. Tw elve hundred dead 
birds w ere found one m orning around 
B artholdi’s statu e in New York harbor 
They had dashed their life out agains 
th e lighthouse the night before.
